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Article claims McGill planning francophone 
student quotas; untrue, says Administration

An article that appeared in 
yesterday’s Le Jour reported 
that McGill plans to limit the 
number of francophone. stu- 
dents at the University in light 
of the declining enrolment rate 
which is projected for the next 
five years. 


Evelyn Dumas, writing in the 
pro-separatist language daily, 
quoted figures from a “confi- 
dential document used by com- 
mittees in the McGill admin- 
istration” which “firmly esta- 
blish that the proportion: of 
Quebec francophone students 
in: McGill’s population should 
not exceed 20 per-cent.” 


The document, drawn up at 
the beginning of 1975, gives 
Statistics and projections for 
McGill’s enrolment of franco- 
phone, extra-provincial and for- 
eign students and notes that 
“to maintain fewer than 60 per 
cent Quebec anglophones at 
McGill would put us in a very 
vulnerable position.” : 


The allegation was consis- 
tently denied: by’ members of 
the Administration. Jean-Paul 
Schuler, Registrar, sald “the 


number- of francophone stu- 
dents is dictated by the number 
of those who apply. 

“There are no quotas,” he 
said. “Of course, we don't do 


-active and aggressive recruit- 


ment at francophone CEGEPs 
simply because our clientele is 
primarily anglophone.” Schuler 
had never heard of the confi- 
dential document. 
Vice-Principal (Administra- 
tlon) Leo Yaffe has never seen 
the document elther. “A lot of 
stuff you read in Le Jour is just 
nonsense,” he said. “We 


accept every Quebec student so — 


as to get as many Canadians as 
possible. It’s a purely racist 
charge. Quotas are invidious 
and that’s why they disap- 
peared long ago.” Yaffe did 
mention that McGill does not 
“compete with its francophone 
complement”, the U. de M. or 
UQAM. $ 

- Attempts to track down the 
confidential document brought 
a response from Andrew Allen, 
Director of McGill's information 
office, who, having read the 
article in Le’ Jour; Commented 
that “the wording looks fami-

“| may be wrong, but | 
Suspect that it was a working 
paper, and not a decision 
directive,” he explained. Allen 
thought the document was 
probably written last June, 
most likely by Edward Des- 
rosiers, Director of McGill's 
Office of Research for Planning 
and Development. 

“It was a-speculative paper 

which looked at various options 
and | guess this type of thing 
would excite the readers of Le 
Jour,” Allen continued. “Yaffe 
either didn’t see it, or just 
forgot about it.” Allen called 
the Le Jour article “innocuous, 
as soon as you get past the 
headline” and commented that 
the information is dated since it 
deals with the enrolment pro- 
jections for this past Septem- 
ber, 

Edward. Desrosiers agreed 
that it was probably he 
who wrote the document, even 
though he hadn't read the Le 
Jour piece, “| have written on

Desrosiers explained that his 
Study dealt with the questions 
of “where are the markets for 
students and what kind of mix 
do we want at McGill.” He did a 
Statistical analysis and made 
various recommendations for 
restructuring the . McGill - re- 


cruiting program. 


“The real enrolment drop will 
come in the mid or late 1980's," 
Desrosiers added. “It’s for then 
that we have to Insure stability, 
even though there was a slight 
drop this year. We do keep an 
eye on our growing franco- 


-phone population.” Desrosiers 


was certain that Vice-Principal 


Yaffe had seen his working 
paper but that he probably 
wouldn't recognize it when 
simply told what was printed in 
Le Jour. 


McGill ANEQ representative, 
Daniel Boyer, upon hearing of 
the controversy, told the Daily 
that it is the Quebec govern- 
ment that imposes the franco- 
phone quota on McGill “so that 
It won't steal clientele from the 
francophone universities that 
the government has spent so 
much money on.” Boyer; the 


student representative on the 
McGill Budget Planning Com- 
mission, says he saw the con- 
fidential document last June. 
Vice-Principal Yaffe, when 
questioned on whether quotas 
are set by the Quebec govern- 


ment, said this was “nonsense. 
The Quebec government has 
never told us what students to 
admit, whether francophone or 


anglophone. At one point, they 
did make noise about the 
number of American students 
we take since Americans pay 


the same tuition fees as Cana- 
dian citizens. But this was 
years ago.” 


The Le Jour article con- 
cluded with an observation that 
in ten years, McGill's student 
population will be 25 per cent 
lower than it is now, dropping 
from 16,000 to as low as 
11,000. “This process — of 
reducing the number of stu- 
dents, along with the realloca- 
tion of resources- which. the 
reduction makes necessary, is 
worrisome to McGill adminis- 
trators.” 

The Le Jour reporter could 
not be reached for comment. 


Society Executive entangled in Union renovations

Students’ Society Internal VP 
Robert Amato yesterday denied 
charges that the construction 
company hired for renovations 
in the Union unnecessarily 
inflated costs; Amato claimed 
that the company, -WL Enter- 
prises, had “among the lowest 
prices in town,” 


WL Enterprises, which is not. 


registered with any construc- 
tion builders association. or 
with Better Business Bureau, is 
- a self-styled “two-bit opera- 
tion.” Amato said William and 
-Louis Zanasi, foremen and 
employees of the: firm, are 
“acquaintances, not friends” of 
his. r= 

The company was hired to 
demolish two walls in Radlo 
McGill, remove folding parti- 
tions in Union B23-24; rebuild 
two new walls and move a glass 
partition from one site in the 
Union basement to another. 

They : also replaced 
ceilings in the Radio McGill 
office and in the basement 
corridor, and repainted the 
Radio area. For this, WL said 
they received $11,000 in cheque 
form. Amato said that Charles 
Flam, the Students! Society 
lawyer, approved the contract 
signed by himself and WL... 

The work was contracted on 
a cost-plus bid. This means 
that all materials and labour 
costs are paid for by Students’ 


the : 


Society plus 15 percent to go to 
the contracting firm to pay for 
its overhead expenses. In this 
case, the “overhead” was also 
“labour”, although the firm did 
hire labourers in addition to 


themselves. ei 


When asked why they weren't 
registered with Better Business 
Or any other construction 
authority, WL sald that they ran 
the business as a side venture 
over and above work they did 


‘for other firms. It was operated 


out of their apartment, they 
said, to keep overhead expen- 
ses low, and they worked at 
nights and on weekends. 

_ Amato said this was because 
they were trying not to interrupt 
Students’ Society work, which 
was being carried on near-the 
construction site. When asked 
to which union the workers 
belonged, WL. refused to 
answer, saying. that “they all 


belonged to different ones.”- 


The workers were paid in cash 
by the firm, sald Zanasi. 

WL submitted one of the two 
complete -bids to Students’ 
Council on the renovation work 
in the Union basement. Amato 
Said that he didn’t know why 
more bids weren't submitted — 
and that it was former building 
manager David Albins' job to 
have solicited the bids. 

Albins angrily refuted the 
Statement, saying all bids on

Granted this is a far more difficult task than 
{ exposing chicanery and inanity. Examples of good 
| works would require much _ investigative reporting: But 
the benefits — a clear conscience, maybe a carpeted 
| office — might certainly make up for the extra effort. 


Having reached this existential impasse the editor 
calls upon the great philosophers for help and comfort. 
What does “to expose” mean, after all, except “to offer 
an exposition?” What does the Daily do but explain the

By. encouraging women in 
this, the movement has forgot- 
ten the need to concern itself 
with solving’ man's alienation 
as well as woman's, and 
thereby make a start at rede- 
fining old values. So many men 
are confused as to what women 
are all about these days. The 
old adage that woman's mind 
can never be understood, 
although never true before, 
seems to have some substance 
today. Men's confusion as to 
how to relate to women is most 
clearly. manifested’ in the 


ridicule of the “libber’. Indeed, 
when questioned about their 
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feelings, some men even admit 
that they feel «threatened by 
women’s new ideas and atti- 
tudes toward themselves. 
These ideas and attitudes are 
good in themselves, but with- 
out corresponding changes in 
the male ego, the movement 
faces a dismal end. Stereo- 
types of all kinds, male or 
female, new or old, must go. 
Feminism has done a great 
deal of good in upgrading the 
opinion women have of them- 
selves. It is one of the most 
truly noble ideologies of our 
time. If we can make it work, 
we will really have something 
going for us.

WCP withdraws referendum 
support 


To the Students’ Council 
Re Support of the Referendum 


On September 27 a special Council meeting was called to 
discuss the over-all financial situation of the Students’ Society. 
The clubs and organizations at the meeting were presented 
with an account of the Students’ Society finances, which were 
rapidly being depleted.

Canada was officially neutral 
in the Vietnam War. |It was a 
member of the International 
Control Commission (ICC) and 
the International Commission 
for Control and Supervision 
_ (ICCS). Yet the actions of the 
Canadian government reveal it 
it was not entirely interested in 
peace. This aspect of Canadian 
policy has been kept quiet. 
The Canadian government 
sold vast quantities of'arms and 
ammunition to the Pentagon 
for stockpiling and for use in 
Indochina. Canadian humani- 
tarian aid was given to the 
US-controlled Saigon govern- 
ment, while no such aid was 
given either to the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam or to the 
areas of South Vietnam control- 
led by Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government (PRG). 


How to make akilling 
According to How to Make a 
Killing, a fully documented 
reportiipublished by Project 
Anti-War, at least 350 compa- 
‘dies located in. Canada were 


‘dnder contract to the Pentagon . 


‘to produce war materials.While 
the war was at its height, the 
‘absolute minimum value of this 
material was $300_ million 
annually for the prime contracts 
alone, © 

The - Canadian Commerce 
Corporation (CCC) played a 
large role in helping industries 
to develop the capacity to 


produce these war materials. 


Many. of the contracts for 
materials were solicited and 
administered by the CCC, and 
subsidies were given to indus- 
tries Involved in the production 
of arms and materials. 
Project Anti-War could not 
rely solely on Canadian sources 
for the compilation of this 


information, and so turned to 
the US for sources of public 
information. A combined list 
emerged, consisting of Canadi- 
an companies contracted by the 
Pentagon and by the Ministry of 


Industry, Trade and Commerce. 


The total number was 322. 
Madein USA 


Information available about 
the ownership of arms manu- 
facturers which received sup- 
port from the Canadian govern- 
ment shows that US interests 
were served more than Cana- 


dian interests. 65 percent of 


those companies. where owner- 
ship was traced was either 
US-owned or controlled. These 
US-owned industries received 
between 57 and 87 percent of 
the dollar value of Pentagon 
contracts between 1967 and 
1971, and obtained 47 percent cf 
the total monies granted as 
subsidies to arms  manu- 
facturers. 

The development of the 
Canadian economy has not 
been aided by the government 
policy towards the arms export 
industry. The government pre- 
ferred not to divulge the 
ultimate destination of military 


equipment produced in Canada. 


In a report leaked to the press.in 
June 1974, it was revealed that 
the exact specifications for the 
material to be produced, the 
date it must be delivered; and 
where it was intended for use 


. were known by, the Canadian 


government. 
Peace force 


~The combination of Canada's 
Official neutrality and the 
amount of war materials sup- 
plied to the US are surprising in 
the light of the fact that it-is 
illegal for Canadian companies 
to send war materials to a war 
zone where Canada is not 


officially involved. 


Canada's role as a peace- 
keeping force in Indochina may 
be called into question in terms 
of her diplomatic actions. US 


escalations of troops and arms 


as well as US breaches of the 
peace were overlooked by 
Canadian officials in Vietnam. 


The Pentagon Papers re- 
vealed that there was Canadian 


‘involvement in Vietnam which — 


contradicted the government's 
official position. Former prime 
minister Lester B. Pearson, a 
Nobel Peace Prize winner, sent 
Clair Seaborn to Hanoi as a 
peacemaker; yet in fact 
Seaborn delivered threats'to the 
DRVN government. According 
to these reports, Pearson knew 
and approved of Johnson's 
plans to bomb the DRVN in 
advance of the actual event. 


Charles Taylor, in his book 
Snow Job, offered further 
evidence of Canadian participa- 


tion in Vietnam. He points out. 


that during the signing of the 
Paris Agreements in 1973, the 
Canadian delegates totheICSS, 
headed by. Michael Gauvin, 
consciously acted to undermine 
the implementation of the 
agreements. : 


Canada’s humanitarian activi- 
ties in Vietnam seem to be 
dubious on the basis of 
evidence collected by Clare 
Culhane, member of the Voice 
of Women in Canada, and other 
sources,Funds and equipment 
were given to corrupt officials of 
the Saigon government; to aid 
the war effort, and not the 


innocent victims of the fighting. 


The Canadian government also 


took part in the US campaign of 
“saving” Vietnamese orphans, 
although no aid was given to the 
PRG to take of them. 


“True patriot love .” 


Canada's ties to US policy in 
Vietnam extended to anti-war 
activities. This took the form of 
police harassment, as was the 
case with McGill professor Sam 
Noumoff and his wife after the 
publication of How to Make a 
Killing, and strict enforcement 
of immigration laws. 

The operations of the 
Canadian government in the 
Vietnam War were clandestine 
and underhanded. Even -today 
the full truth has not been 
revealed.Canada may well still 
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‘be party to the imperialist ven- 


tures of American multinational 
corporations in other parts of 
Southeast Asia. in Africa, in the 
Middle East, and above all in 
South America. It is high time 
for these activities to be made 
public; many Canadians are no 
longer willing to share the moral 
or military responsibilities for 
tragedies like Vietnam.

the work had been received 
without his knowledge. “| was 
never informed about the work 
being done,” he said. “| never 
knew, for example, when the 
work was being done.” 

He said he recommended 
Danish Construction Ltd., a 
small contracting outfit, to do 
that work. It had previously bid 
$975 on the repair of Radio 
McGill ceilings. This included 
all taxes, materials and costs. 
Even if the Radio ceilings were 


only, say, one-sixth of the total 


work to be done, Albins said, 
that still would have been a 
maximum of $6,000-$7,000, 
nowhere. near the amount 
allegedly paid to WL. 

The work contracted for was 
to have been completed within 
three weeks’ time. Much of the 


work was never carried 
through, said Albins. For 
example, washing machines 


which were disconnected were 


left Sitting out in the hall where 
they remain. Amato said the 
reason the job wasn't com- 
pleted properly was because 
many decisions were changed 
at the last minute. He said that 
the Executive had anticipated 
last-minute changes, which is 
why a more detailed contract 
hadn't been drawn up. 

“The work that was done was 
of extremely poor quality”, sald 
Albins. “Look at the paint job 
they did, They ruined the floors 
by not covering them. There 
was no way that they were 
professionals. Some of the 
guys working there were 16, 17 
years old, l'd say. That's too 
young to belong to any union.” 
He added that city inspectors 
never came to examine the 
work being done. “They're 
Supposed to be called in on any 
job that's worth over $50.00,” 
he said. 


A.D. Elliott, Director of 
McGill Physical Plant, said that 
his-department had never been 
asked to give an estimate on 
the work that had been done. 


Amato said that Vice-principal 
Yaffe had advised them that 


“Physical Plant was too busy 


working on the Chemistry 
building at this time to give an 
estimate for the work at the 
Union.” 

Elliott said that Students’ 
society was supposed to ask 
for. an estimate on all work 
done, if only to serve as a 
guideline for other estimates 
the Society received on particu- 
lar jobs. Estimates cost the 
Society nothing, he said. 
Amato said that it was untrue 
that Students’ Society had to 
consult Physical Plant for an 
estimate on all work done. 

Elliott pointed out that he 
would never have done “this 
type of work” on a cost-plus 
basis. “That's no way to do 
business”, he said. 

“This type of contract is 
extremely vague and, is very 
difficult to handle.” The only 
way such a bid would be 
effective, he said, is if there 
were someone from outside the 
firm supervising the job. When 
questioned, Amato said there 


had been no outside project 
manager, saying that that 
would have added to the total 
cost of the project. He and 
Albins had acted as project 
managers, he said. 


Albins called this an “out- 
right lie”. “| was never even 
informed about the job, let 
alone act as the project 
manager.” 


“| quit the job because | 
didn't want to have to lie for 
Students’ Council's mistakes,” 
he said, “Il have nothing against 
the Executive personally. 
They're young people who want 
to make a career. | am fed up, 
however, when a 21 year old 
man takes the situation entirely 
into his own hands, and | am 
excluded. This is ridiculous — 
a building manager who 
doesn't even know what's going 
on in his own building. | have 
had 18 years of construction 
experience; they checked into 
my background extremely care- 
fully to make sure |- was 
qualified for the job. But what 


is the use of being qualified in 


that type of position? 

“This is just typical of the 
kind of nonsense that went 
on,” said Albins. “During the 
summer, for example, they go 
out and buy acarpet when there 
was no one else around to 
check on it. 

“Or the fact that Andrew 
Yearwood hires a security 
guard for the 4-12 shift, when |. : 
toid him that it was during the 
12-8 shift that one was needed. 
One night at 9 pm, | needed him 
and he wasn’t there. Andrew 
told me later that he had taken 
him out to dinner for three 
hours, outside the building. 
And he was getting paid for it? 
Really, | was fed up.” 

External vice-president Kyri- 
akos Matziorinis responded to 
these accusations by saying 
they were “completely false”. 
Albins always avoided respon- 
sibility, he said. He knew all 
about the Radio renovation 
when they were going on. He 
just didn't want to take any 
responsibility for the results. 
Added Yearwood: “The man is 
completely crazy.”
